SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Cheri, October 1995 depicts explicit sexual content involving 
nude and semi-nude women posing in sexually suggestive postures, engaging in 
explicit sexual activity with females and males, and splaying their own genitals. The 
magazine markets women specifically for sexual activity through the extensive number 
of sex ads in the publication. 

Throughout the magazine, sexual activity that is depicted through photographs is 
further described in explicit detail using derogatory references and language which 
degrades and dehumanises the women in the publication. The extent of this 
representation is consistent throughout the magazine. The photo content of the 
magazine that depicts explicit sexual material in combination with the sexually 
descriptive text has been considered and balanced with section 14 of the New Zealand 
Bill of Rights Act 1990. 

Given the extent, degree and manner of the degrading and dehumanising portrayal of 
women in combination with the explicit sexual activity and consistent derogatory 
references towards women that degrade and dehumanise them throughout the 
magazine, it is considered that the limitation of si 4 of the NZBR Act is reasonable and 
can be demonstrably justified in a free and democratic society. The Classification 
Office considers that the extent to which the publication degrades and dehumanises 
women in the magazine renders the availability of the publication likely to be injurious 
to the public good. 

The Classification Office therefore classifies Cheri, October 1995 as:
